PANIC AMONU PFASSENGERS.

A slizht Accident 1o an Excursion Steamer
Cniines the Impression that the Boat
is Sinking—Ncenes ol ‘Terror
and Confunlon,

A slight accident to the excursion
sleamer Thomas Clyde plying between
Philadelphia and Bombay [Hook, sixty
miles down the Delaware, cireated the
wildest pauie among the G0V or 700 pas-
sengers.  The excursionists thought that
a boiler had burst, and that only a matter
of a few moments soparated them from the
bottom of the river. The actual damage,
of wh'eh the origin is unknown,
was conlined entirely to ber machinery.
The cross-head was found to bave
been knocked away, the piston rod was
irretriovably twisted, and it was thought
that the cylinder was cracked. The cause
of the break-down was not known. There
wis not a particle of danger of tho steamer
sinking, but unmediately after it becamo
kunown that an accident had happened, a
pelt-mell 1ush was made for the life preserv-
ers, the men impelied only by the thought
of sell-preservation, crowding like mad,
pushing aside terrificd women aund chil-
dren, aud after strapping tho life savers
about their persons, greedily grasping two
or three each, and hanging ou to them
wilh a death grip. Several of the excur-
sionists attempted Lo jump overboard, but
wore restrained by the strong hands of
tho crew. Thrce women fell to the deck
in a dead faint. All the passengors were
safely got off by the steamer Johm A.
Warner that promptly came to the rescae
in respouse to the Clyde’s signals of dis-
tress. ‘The disabled vesscl was towed to
Wilmington for repairs.

THE FixEBUGHN.

Why bearch tor Them s Discouraging lo
Detectives,

New Era.

The threatencd action of the represen-
tatives of insurance companies doing busi-
ness in Lancaster, in consequence of the
prevalenco of incendiary fires, again brings
our proporty owners faco to face with a
grave question, It seoms almost incredi-
ble that a scries of incendiary lires of
frequent occeurrence should cover so long
a period and the fire-fiends escape with
impunity. The INTELLIGENCER sugpests
that the remedy lies in the employment of
a first-class detectivo, and experience hav-
ing illustrated that our police aro unequal
to the emergency i duotective shonld be
imported who is able and willing to deal
with the subject. The fact that over a
hundred lives were put in joopardy by
Sunday’s fire, which was indirectly the re-
sult of tho incendiary’s torch, presents
this question in a more serious aspect than
it had before assumed.

But what encouragement would a first
class detectivo bave to undortake this dif-
ficult and critical task ? Expericnco has
shown that the ouly effective way of do-
tecting this species of crime is for the de-
tective Lo gain the confidence aund outer
into the plans of Lhe suspceted parties,
This was tried in the caso of a special offi-
cer appuinted by tho mayor, and it was
successful up to a point whore the cupidity
of the district attorney was oxcited by
socing the prospect of making additional
fees, when he bad tho detective arrcsted
under an almost forgotten statuto and
tried by a process which bore the brand of
suspicion at every stage. The manifest
objcet of that statuto was to ascertain the
cause of fires in suspicious cases, but one
or more fires ocurring about the same time
the origin of which are involved in mystery
to this day, aud which were nlouded with
public suspicion, were iguored by the samo
district attorney, while there was nodoubt
about the origin of tho ono he did investi-
gate at heavy expenso to the county.
With the probability of such a reception
from the law officer of our courts a first-
class detective would hardly feel secure in
doing fire detective work within his juris-
diction......c.coveeecnrnnnrnnsnnansaanaas

If wo had a district attorney who had
the slightest moral scnse of his official ob-
lizations, beyond Lis ability to kot
fees and put them where they will do the
most harm to himself, he would co operate
with the mayor and police authorities in
their efforts to detect and bring the in-
condiaries to punishment and in unravell-
ing the origin of fires still involved in
mystery and suspicion, instead of man-
ifesting an anomalous zeal iu trying to
convict the only man who, as a special
officer appointed for that purpose, sue-
ceeded in catching an incendiary in tho
very act.
